THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1917,  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting 

of  Subscribers  held  January  31st,  1918. 


The  Committee  of  Management,  in  presenting  the  30th  Annual  Report,  beg 
to  congratulate  the  Subscribers  upon  the  continued  usefulness  of  the  Hospital, 
as  evidenced  by  the  further  increased  number  of  cases  admitted. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  12  months  ending  December 
31st,  1917,  was  254,  which,  together  with  13  remaining  from  1916,  make  a  total 
of  267  cases  treated  at  the  Hospital,  as  particularized  by  the  Hon.  Consulting 
Medical  Officer’s  Report  and  Summary. 

The  daily  number  of  patients  shewed  an  average  increase,  being  12*  as 
against  111,  but  the  average  duration  of  stay  diminished,  decreasing  from  20 
days  in  1916  to  17  days  in  1917.

The  average  cost  per  patient  per  week,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  the 
times,  shews  a  slight  decrease,  being  £1  16s.  7d.  ias  against  £1  16s.  lid.  in 
1916. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  exhibits  a  deficiency, 
1917  shewing  a  shortage  of  £47  17s.  3d.,  which,  added  to  the  adverse  balance 
already  standing,  leaves  a  debit  of  £134  3s.  0d.,  which  the  Committee  feel 
anxious  should  be  cleared  off.  They  again  emphasise  the  comparative  smallness  of 
the  sum  produced  by  annual  subscriptions,  which  places  the  finances  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  on  the  basis  of  far  too  small  a  dependable  income,  leaving  too  much  to 
other  efforts. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  managing  the  House-to-House  Col¬ 
lection  succeeded  in  handing  to  the  Hospital  the  sum  of  £260,  inclusive  of 
subscriptions,  without  which  assistance  the  year’s  accounts  would  have  shown 
a  very  large  deficit-  and  the  Committee  very  gratefully  records  its  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  this  effort,  which  entails  a  considerable  amount  of  organisation,  and  has 
prevented  a  very  serious  condition  of  financial  affairs,  as  the  Committee  at  one 
time  feared. 
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The  Committee  also  wish  to  place  on  record  its  grateful  thanks  to  Colonel 
Shirley  and  the  2nd  Artists'  Rifles  under  his  command,  for  the  substantial  out¬ 
come  of  the  Concert  organized  by  them  in  September  last,  which  resulted  in 
the  nett  sum  of  £36  lb's.  Ud. ;  also  to  the  ladies  responsible  for  the  organisation 
of  the  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Collection,  by  which  the  Hospital  benefitted  to  the 
extent  of  £80;  and  to  the  Gidea  Park  Special  Constables'  Carol  Party  for  the 
sum  of  £14  10s.  2d.,  from  their  annual  collection. 


The  kindly  interest  shown  by  the  employees  of  some  firms  in  the  district 
is  deeply  appreciated  by  the  Hospital  Committee,  and  they  this  year  record 
the  following  sums  received: — Employees  of  Roneo  Ltd.,  £35  9s.  9d.;  Messrs. 
Dowsing  &  Davis's  Men's  Club,  £5  13s.  Od.;  and  the  Employees  of  the  Rom¬ 
ford  Gas  Company,  £15  9s.  8d.  The  good  example  shewn  by  these  firms  is 
commended  to  others  in  the  District. 


The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  the  splendid  work  done  by  Mrs.  H. 
Butterfield  and  the  party  of  ladies  who  have  during  the  year  collected  no  less 
a  sum  than  £60,  and  they  wish  to  thank  these  ladies  for  their  untiring  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 


The  Committee  appeal  to  the  Ladies  of  Romford  to  help  the  Hospital 
by  giving  Sheets,  Pillow  Cases,  Blankets,  Flannel  Shirts,  Linen  of  all  sorts, 
Tray  Cloths  for  patients,  and  many  such  things  as  the  ladies  know  would  be 
useful,  and  give  a  hearty  invitation  to  both  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  to  visit  the 
Hospital  and  see  for  themselves  the  good  work  which  is  being  carried  on 
there,  and  they  acknowledge  with  gratitude  many  gifts  of  Fruit,  Flowers, 
Food  and  Literature  from  numerous  friends  of  the  Hospital,  which  not  only 
help  the  Funds  but  give  cheer  to  the  patients,  and  friends  are  asked  to  help 
further  in  this  direction. 


The  Committee  also  record  their  heartiest  thanks  to  the  Subscribers. 
Ekmors.  and  Contributors  of  Gifts,  to  those  Ministers  of  all  Denominations 
who  appealed  for  the  Hospital  Sunday  Collection,  to  the  Romford  Men's  Meet¬ 
ing,  and  to  all  others  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  by  their  gifts  or  efforts  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 


The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  heartiest  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Medi¬ 
cal  Officers  for  their  valuable  services  to  the  Hospital,  and  take  the  opportunity 
of  recording  the  fact  that  three  of  these  gentlemen  are  still  on  active  service,  viz: 
Dr.  Harold  Upward,  Dr.  Murray  Wilson,  and  Dr.  Sanderson. 


The  Committee  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  work  of  the  coming 
year,  and  trust  that  many  who  have  not  yet  become  regular  subscribers  will 
do  so,  and  so  relieve  the  Committee  of  their  anxiety  as  to  finances,  and  help 
them  to  make  the  Hospital  a  real  boon  to  those  districts  which  it  has  in  the 
past  so  well  served.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 

During  the  12  months  ending  December  31st,  1917,  267  patients  have 
been  treated  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  13  of  which  were  cases  carried  over  from 
the  previous  year.  This  number  shows  a  very  large  increase  over  previous 
years,  and  includes  cases  both  of  accident  and  disease.  A  large  proportion  of 

the  cases  were  surgical  ones,  requiring  operations  and  afterwards  lengthy  treat¬ 
ment.  The  whole  of  the  cases  have  been  treated  by  the  medical  men  of  the 
district. 

The  increased  addition  to  the  Hospital  has  been  fully  justified,  as  the  high 
daily  average  number  of  patients  denote,  and  the  medical  men  desire  to  thank 
the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff  for  their  skill  and  care  of  the  patients  under 
their  charge.

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RULES 


(Adopted  at  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  held  February  7th,  1888  ; 
June  4th,  1889;  June  8th,  1893;  August  4th,  1910;  June  20th,  1912;  June  5th, 

June  19th,  1913 ;  and  June  11th,  1914).

Victoria  Cottage 


Hospital.  ” 


2.  The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  reception  of  non-infectious  cases  of 
curable  disease  and  accident,  which  cannot  be  efficiently  treated  at  the  homes 
of  persons  residing  within  the  Parishes  of  Romford,  Havering,  Hornchurch, 
Dagenham,  and  Upminster  ;  but  cases  may  bo  admitted  from  Parishes  adjoin¬ 
ing,  at  the  discretion  of  the  House  Committee. 

3.  Persons  of  unsound  mind  or  suffering  from  infectious  or  incurable 
disease,  or  women  advanced  in  pregnancy  shall  not  be  eligible  for  admission, 
but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  House  Committee  from  admitting,  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion,  exceptional  cases  of  incurable  disease,  where  partial  or  temporary  relief 
may  be  afforded.  Patients  developing  infectious  disease  after  admission  into  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  removed  as  early  as  possible. 


4.  The  Site,  Building,  Furniture,  and  all  property  belonging  to  the 
Hospital  requiring  investment,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  time  being,  but  the  disposition  of  the  Property  thereof  shall  be  vested 
in  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meetings  of  Subscribers  and  Donors  under 
Rule  17.  All  money  which  may  herea  ter  be  raised  or  acquired,  and  which  it 
may  be  considered  desirable  to  invest  for  the  permanent  endowment  or  otherwise 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  vested  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees, 
and  be  held  by  them  as  an  Endowment  Fund.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power 
to  resort  to  the  capital  of  the  Endowment  Fund  (if  any)  if  the  exigencies  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  deemed  by  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meeting  of  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  Donors  under  Rule  17  to  render  such  a  course  desirable.  The 
powers  of  appointing  new  Trustees  from  time  to  time  shall  be  vested  in  the 
persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meeting  of  Subscribers  and  Donors  under 
Rule  17. 


5.  The  Hospital  and  its  domestic  arrangements  and  the  current  expendi¬ 
ture  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  of  Management.  This 
Committee  shall  meet  monthly,  on  a  fixed  day,  five  to  form  a  quorum,  and 
shall  consist  of  fifteen  members  (of  whom  five  shall  bo  nominated  by  Subscrib- 
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mg'  Friendly  Societies)  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Sub¬ 
scribers.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  add  to  the  number 
elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  when  necessary,  provided  that 
such  number  be  limited  to  fifteen.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Lady  Pat¬ 
rons,  and  the  Honorary  Officers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee. 
Six  members  of  the  newly-elected  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  elected 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  act  as  a  House  Committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  each  week  at  the  Hospital  to  receive  reports  from  the  Medical  Officer  and 
Matron  and  to  generally  carry  out  the  duties  of  supervising  the  staff.  A  record 
of  attendances  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Annual  Meeting  previous  to  the 
election.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  any  Vacan¬ 
cies  that  may  occur  during  the  year  on  the  House  Committee.  The  Committee 
of  Management  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  Ladies.,  of  not  less  than  three,  who 
will  be  requested  to  visit  at  unfixed  times  the  Hospital,  and  work  in  connection 
with  the  House  Committee  and  make  reports  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

6.  The  Magistrates  of  the  Romford  Petty  Sessional  Division,  Donors  of 
£10  and  upwards,  and  all  annual  Subscribers  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital 
of  £2  2s.  and  upwards  in  the  case  of  ladies  shall  be  Lady  Patrons,  and 
of  £3  3s.  in  the  case  of  gentlemen,  Vice- Presidents.  Clergymen  and  jMinilsters 
of  all  places  of  worship,  where  annual  collections  are  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  made  Vice-Presidents. 

6a.  Any  person  having  collected  and  paid  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital 
during  two  consecutive  years  a  sum  or  sums  totalling  £10  or  upwards  as  a  donation 
or  any  nominee  (of  a  Committee  so  collecting  shall  be  a  Life  Governor  and  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  Annual  or  any  Special  General  Meeting. 

7.  The  Honorary  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Lady  Patrons,  Medical  Officer,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary.  The  receipt  of  the 
Treasurer  or  Secretary  shall  be  a  good  discharge  for  all  Subscriptions  and 
Donations  to  the  Hospital. 

8.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  Honorary  Consulting 
Medical  Officer,  and  an  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers.  Intimation  of  the  election  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  to  all  other  Medical  men  practising  in  the  Parishes  of  Romford, 
Hornchurch,  Havering,  and  Dagenham,  who  shall  be  requested  to  co-operate 
with  the  Medical  Officer  whenever  required.  Any  duly  qualified  Medical 
man  in  the  District  whose  patients  may  become  inmates  of  the  Cottage  Hospital, 
shall  have  the  facilities  for  attending  his  patients  in  the  Hospital,  provided  such 
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practitioner  shall  comply  with  the  Rules  10  to  15,  and  especially  Rules  2 
and  3.  All  Medical  attendance  shall  he  given  gratutiously,  except  under  special 
circumstances,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  House  Committee.  Admission  of 
Paupers  shall  not  interfere  with  any  claim  for  extra  Medical  Union  Fees  by 
Parochial  Medical  Officers. 


9.  All  Subscribers  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards,  and  the  wives  of  such  Sub¬ 
scribers,  shall  be  entitled  to  visit  and  so  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  general 
management  of  the  Hospital.  A  book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visitors  shall 
be  invited  from  time  to  time  to  make  any  remarks  or  suggestion  for  the  consi¬ 


deration  of  I  he  Committee  of  Management. 


10.  Patients  dcsirious  of  admission  must  be  provided  with  a  recommendation 
from  their  Medical  Attendant.  Cases  shall  be  admitted  once  a  week  on 
a  certain  day,  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  House  Committee,  but  the. 
Medical  Officer  shall  have  power  to  admit  at  any  time  an  urgent  case  without, 
a  recommendation,  reporting  it  to  the  Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

11 .  Patients  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  advance  a  weekly  sum  of  not  less  than 
5s.  for  adults,  or  2s.  6d.  for  children  under  12  years  of  age,  but  these  amounts 
may  be  varied  or  remitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  House  Committee. 

12.  Patients  shall  provide  their  own  body  linen  and  washing.  All  other 
requisites  will  bo  provided  by  the  Hospital.  No  food  or  drink  shall  be  allowed 
to  be  brought  in  by  patients’  friends,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  Medical 
Officer. 

13.  Patients  shall  bo  allowed  to  see  their  friends  at  stated  times,  to  be 
fixed  by  the  House  Committee.  This  rule,  however,  shall,  under  special  cir¬ 
cumstances,  be  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  Matron. 

14.  No  patient  shall  stay  longer  than  two  months  in  the  Hospital,  except 
with  the  sanction  of  the  House  Committee. 

15.  The  House  Committee  or  the  Medical  Officer  shall  have  power  to  dis¬ 
charge  any  patient  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  regulations  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital. 

16.  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  on  the  1st  day  of 
January  in  each  year. 

17.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  hall  be  held  during  January,  when 
the  audited  accounts  of  the  past  year,  ending  December  3  I  st,  shall  be  submitted, 
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and  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  the  Honorary  Officers,  and  two 
Auditors  shall  he  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  Subscribers  of  5s.  and  upwards 
Donors  of  £10  and  upwards,  and  Life  Governors,  shall  he  entitled  to  vote 
at  the  Annual  or  any  Special  General  Meeting. 

18.  At  the  request,  in  writing,  of  not  less  than  four  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  or  of  twelve  Annual  Subscribers  entitled  to  vote,  the 
Secretary  shall  call  a  Special  Meeting.  The  Annual  Meeting  and  all  Special 
Meetings  shall  be  summoned  by  circular  ;  ten  days’  notice  shall  be  given  in  eaich 
case.  The  non-receipt  of  such  notice  by  any  voter  shall  not  invalidate  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  any  meeting.  The  business  to  be  transacted  shall  be  stated  in  the 
circular  convening  the  meeting,  and  all  matters  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  those  present  entitled  to  vote. 

19.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  in  which  shall  be  entered 
the  Minutes  of  all  Meetings  of  Subscribers  and  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  also  a  book  with  an  account  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure.  A  book 
shall  also  be  kept  at  the  Hospital  in  which  the  Medical  Officer  shall  make  a 
report  of  all  cases  admitted  and  discharged.  A  book  or  record  file  shall  be 
kept  for  complaints,  and  the  Secretary  will  record  details  of  all  complaints 
received,  names  of  Committee  who  enquired  into  them,  and  the  result  of  their 
investigations  and  the  action  taken,  if  any,  by  the  Committee  of  'Management. 

20.  Any  five  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management  to  whom  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  made  may  investigate  such  complaints  personally,  and  report 
to  the  next  monthly  meeting  the  result  of  their  investigation,  and  they  may 
propose  resolutions  thereon. 

21.  These  rules  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time,  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  Subscribers,  upon  due  notice  of  the  intention  to  propose  any  such  alteration 
being  given  to  the  Secretary  not  less  than  three  weeks  previous  to  the  Meet¬ 
ing  ;  but  no  alteration  shall  be  made  so  as  to  authorise  the  reception  of  infec¬ 
tious  cases  of  disease  under  any  circumstances  whatever.
